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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on March 4, 
2005 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is figures 22-25 of US 5,572,804 (Skaja et al). However, Skaja fails to show or 
teach "the first surface and the second surface being devoid of internal connections that 
secure interior portions of the first surface to interior portions of the second surface". 
Figure 25 of Skaja clearly show an internal connection between the first upper surface 
and the second lower surface. Applicant's invention is only connected at the periphery 
and forms the plurality of lobes as such. The examiner is aware of other prior art 
wherein the chambers having lobes or the like with spaces there between wherein the 
chamber is enclosed within foam material. However, none of them teach of inserts 
formed of resilient material positioned within the spaces, at least, in conjunction with 
"the first surface and the second surface being devoid of internal connections that 
secure interior portions of the first surface to interior portions of the second surface". 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
